Two Ways to Face Trouble 


When a Christian is out of fellowship 
with Christ, it is not strange if everything 
seems to go wrong. Things are still work- 
ing together for his good, but he cannot 
see it. Like Jacob he cries, “All these 
things are against me!” (Gen. 42: 36.) 
Dr. Charles Ernest Scott of China re- 
cently wrote: “I was in a certain village 
where the Lord, last year, helped me to 
interest and win a family to Christ. The 
old man, the head of the clan, has a bad 
sore on neck and chest. Of it he remarked 
naively: ‘When I am warm in the Jesus 
Doctrine, it gets better; when I get cold, 
it gets worse!’” Here is a picture of the 
state of mind of a Christian who is har- 
boring sin or rebelling against the will of 
God — which is one form of sin. He may 
be in real trouble, but if his heart is cold 
toward the best Friend he has, that trouble 
seems unbearable. He is rejecting the all- 
sufficient grace so freely offered him by the 
Lord Jesus Christ. But he need not con- 
tinue in that dreary way, for the moment 
he turns to the Lord in humiliation and 
confession, that instant communion is re- 
stored. “If we confess our sins, he is faith- 
ful and just to forgive us our sins, and to 
cleanse us from all unrighteousness” (1 
John 1:9). As he confesses his sin, he 
must trust God to keep his word and to 
forgive the sin; then he may rejoice anew 
in the “peace of God, which passeth all un-

derstanding,” and, at the throne of grace, 
“may obtain mercy, and find grace to help 
in time of need.”

He 
only.” - David Brainerd, the apostle to 
the American Indians, said: “When a soul 
loves God with a supreme love, God’s in- 
terests and his are become one. It is no 
matter when, or where, or how Christ 
should send me, nor what trials he should 


exercise me with, if I may be prepared 
for his work and will.” Oh, for this pity 
that yearns over the lost, this love that 
loves unto death. James Calvert, mission- 
ary to the Fiji Islands, declared: “Where 
Christ commands and directs, I cheerfully 
go.

Let us 
remember that the Devil is seeking whom 
he may devour. Are we seeking whom 
we may lead to the Saviour, that he may 
save them?

It is better to make a hundred mistakes 
and win one soul for Christ than not 
make a mistake and win no soul! D. M. 
Panton of England has said: “God is 
looking for his jewels in the dust-heaps 
of the world; better have hands cut and 
bleeding and one jewel, than clean hands 
and no jewel.” 

The time is short. As some one has 
said: “Let us give the message in the 
straightest possible manner. Let there 
be no mixing up, nor diluting the strength. 
Give the precious souls to whom you are 
sent the precious truth. ... Make the peo- 
ple hear you; compel them to listen. Men 
. .. are pre-occupied, taken up with busi- 

_ness, or pleasures, or glory, or joy of one 
kind or another.” Are we having the un- 
speakable joy of seeing souls pass from 
death unto life? Are we warning them? 
Souls can be saved; souls need saving. Oh, 
let us not fail the Crucified One! Let us 
be up and doing! Let us set the joybells 
ringing in Heaven because of souls saved. 
We need to startle people, for they are 
fallen into a deep sleep of unbelief and in- 
difference to the Gospel message. We must 
startle them! For the eternal good of 
their souls they must be awakened. “The 
whole world lieth in the wicked one,” we 
are told in 1 John 5:19. Are we follow- 
ing in the steps of our Master, seeking to 
save that which is lost?

What Is the Family Altar? 


Commenting on a recent Sunday school 
lesson, “The Christian and Prayer,” Robert 
C. McQuilkin wrote in the TimEs: 


Be faithful in family prayer. Every 
family should have an altar. There the 
children should learn to pray. Parents 
should also pray with the children and for 
them. Husband arid wife will find rich 
blessing in forming a daily habit of pray- 
ing together, each one praying aloud. 


A Chicago reader asks: 


Just what do you mean by altar? 


We hear much about the Family Altar, 
but just what is meant? 


“Family altar” is an expression often 
used for family worship or family prayers. 
It refers to the custom — now, alas, more 
honored in the breach than in observance 
—of having the members of the family 
come together daily, in the morning or 
the evening, for a few minutes of Bible 
reading and prayer. Usually such family 
worship is led by the father or the mother ; 
in homes where there are no children, fam- 
ily worship is had by husband and wife 
together. The Family Worship depart- 
ment conducted each week in THE SUNDAY 
ScHoot Times by Mr. Wadsworth (see 
page 61 of this issue) is used by Times 
readers at their family altars with great 
blessing. 

There is a blessing in this simple ob- 

servance that. can come in no other way. 
It means listening to the Word of God, and 
talking with God in prayer. At such a 
time it is easy, natural, and right to bring 
before God in prayer the details. of the 
life and work and. experience of different 
members of the family thus gathered to- 
gether. It is one of the most intimate 
and personal opportunities for the worship 
of God, the reading of his Word, and 
fellowship in prayer. There are many 
older Christians today. who look back with 
unspeakable gratitude to their childhood 
memories of the family altar in their home, 
when the father or the mother, now per- 
haps gone long ago to be with the Lord, 
brought them lovingly to God in prayer. 
_ The word “aitar” in this connection is 
figurative, of course, not literal. It looks 
back to the altars of Bible times, which 
were literal..altars, both in the tabernacle 
and the temple of Israel, and long before 
then. The first mention of altar in the 
Bible is when the head of the only human 
family on earth left alive after the flood, 
Noah, “builded an altar unto the Lord,” 
and, undoubtedly with his family circle 
of seven other members gathered about 
him, thanked God for their miraculous de- 
liverance from the flood that had destroyed 
all flesh, and worshiped God as he “offered 
burnt-offerings on the altar” (Gen. 8:20). 
It was at this first recorded family altar 
in human history that God, accepting the 
worship of this righteous family, “said 
in his heart” the memorable and precious 
words: “While the earth remaineth, seed- 
time and harvest, and cold and heat, and 
summer and winter, and day and night 
shall not cease” (Gen. 8: 22). 


Should the Church Use 
““Clean’’ Motion Pictures? 


During my youth, it was impressed upon 
me by my mother that frequenting the mo- 
tion picture houses was a mark of worldli- 
ness inconsistent with Christian living. As 
I have grown older, it has been impossible 
for me to escape that same conviction of 
my mother. ‘But during my college days, 
when moving pictures were used in chem- 
istry courses, I came to appreciate their 
educational advantages. Since coming to 
this church as pastor, I have been in a 
dilemma over the advisability of using them 
as a week-night entertainment, showing only 
clean pictures if there are any such. 

Would you kindly assist me in my dis- 
tress by giving me the benefit of your 
larger ministry? I am sure there are many 
readers of the Times in the same mental 
condition as myself, and if it is not too 
controversial a matter, would you kindly 
give us an answer in your columns ?—d/ 
Rhode Island pastor. 


The profession of acting is a demoraliz- 
ing one. The actors and actresses who 
escape its degrading tendency are few 
and far between. Therefore motion pic- 
tures produced by professional. actors or 
actresses are in the same class as the 
stage or theater; and THe SunpAy ScHOOL 
TIMES believes, — as expressed by a young 
man who was formerly an actor connected 
with one of the best companies producing 
the highest type of plays, and who was led 
to accept Christ as his Saviour, gave up 
the stage, studied for the ministry, and is 
now a pastor: “The Christian has no right 
to be on either side of the footlights.” 

There may be a few, but very few indeed, 
“clean” motion pictures produced by dra- 
matic companies. But Christians, either 
as individuals or as churches, surely can- 
not afford to lend their approval to the 
demoralizing profession known as the mo- 
tion picture industry, in view of the fact 
that its dominant tendency is destructive 
of character and the spiritual life. 

In obvious distinction from the theatrical 
or dramatic motion pictures, produced by 
professional actors and actresses, are mo- 
tion pictures of natural subjects, such as 
travel pictures, educational . pictures, and 
the like. There is no moral difference, of 
course, between still pictures and moving 
pictures. If it is propér—and it-is— to 
show lantern slides of still views of the 
Holy Land in a church, it is equally proper 
to show motion pictures of views in the 
Holy Land. And if it is proper to have 
certain secular subjects.taken up on week- 
days in meetings conducted by the church, 
secular educational motion pictures on 
week-days can properly have their place. 
Motion pictures may show life in the for- 
eign mission field, and such pictures can 
have an important place in missionary edu- 
cation work conducted by the church.

Putting First 


Things First in Sunday School 


Director, Christian Education Course, Moody Bible Institute,

T IS well to remember that the things 
| for which the Church stands are not 

material but spiritual. No life is so 
impoverished and shallow as one that never 
gets away from material things. Next to 
a clear knowledge of Christ as a personal 
Saviour, the most important element in 
the equipment of any Sunday school 
worker is a definite Christian experience 
and a sense of reliance upon the Holy 
Spirit for guidance and power. No amount 
of study of psychology and pedagogy or 
the science of administration can take the 
place of this spiritual experience. Only 
the Christian worker thus endowed can 
make the highest possible use of his knowl- 
edge and training “to shape the immortal 
destiny of a soul.” The conception of the 
Holy Spirit as God, dwelling within the 
heart of man for purposes of guidance and 
power, is one of the highest and most com- 
manding thoughts to which man can at- 
tain, This recognition of the Holy Spirit 
leads to the holiest conception of man that 
is possible to the human mind. In this 
view of man’s personality, potentially dom- 
inated by the living Spirit of God, it is 
possible to comprehend the meaning of man 
created in God’s own image. 


The Mainspring of the Work 


The spiritual life and power of the Sun- 
day school worker is dependent not only 
upon the adoption of spiritual ends, but 
also upon the use of the highest means 
that are available. Sunday school workers 
must recognize that human powers, know!l- 
edge and skill are merely means through 
which the Spirit of God may. work, and 
they must pray earnestly and constantly 
that God’s Spirit may attend their work 
and supplement it with the power that he 
alone can supply. 

To live a spiritual life means fo live a 
prayer life. If the Sunday school worker 
would be at his best he must be a person 
who believes in the efficacy and power of 
prayer. He must not be merely formal in his 
devotions, but actually live in the presence 
of God, his very will permeated by the 
Holy Spirit. He will then have that spir- 
itual power which is essential to every 
true representative of Christ. 

Prayer is the only channel through 
which the power and grace of God can flow 
and which will truly help prepare for the 
highest efficiency of service. Habitual 
prayer préduces godlikeness. It cultures 
the heart, it strengthens the weak places 
in one’s life, it clarifies vision, and is a 
mighty factor for right living. What 
proper breathing is to the physical part 
of man, prayer is to his spiritual nature. 
One cannot hold his breath and live; 
neither can one refrain from speaking with 
God and remain spiritually alive. 

No less spiritual than the life is the 
task of the Sunday school worker. There 
never has been a greater need for empha- 
sis upon spiritual things than today. Hu- 
man society. is seriously threatened with

moral and spiritual blight as a result of 
a widespread mechanistic philosophy and 
behavioristic psychology. The influence of 
these detrimental forces is coming down 
through many universities and colleges and 
through many popular writers, and is ex- 
tending into our high schools and into the 
lives of our common people. If the reality 
of the Holy Spirit is taught and the power 
of the Holy Spirit is experienced in the 
Sunday school, there will be a great spir- 
itual revival which will marvelously 
strengthen the hands of the Church and 
overthrow those antichristian forces that 
threaten its very existence. 

If the work of the Sunday school is to 
be effective, its teachers and officers must 
place more emphasis upon spiritual things. 
This was where Christ placed the empha- 
sis. He did not impress his listeners with 
the benefits of civilization, and money, and 
the cultivation of arts and their employ- 
ment in the conversion of the world. In- 
stead he said, “What shall it profit a man, 
if he shall gain the whole world, and lose 
his own soul?” 

Christ did not agitate better legislation 
for the improvement of the conditions of 
the laborer, as many of our social workers 
today would have us believe. He did not 
even see that his disciples were elected to 
worldly positions that they might have 
wholesome influence with men. More than 
that, he did not even promise his faithful 
followers so much as an-existence worthy 


, of man, with indemnity in case of death, 


disease, old age, and invalidity. No; in- 
stead he promised them hunger, need, im- 
prisonment, persecution, martyrdom. “Ye 
shall be hated of all men for my name’s 
sake.” 


Looking Beyond This Life 

Did Christ have no heart in his bosom 
for these disciples of whom it is written, 
“Having loved his own which were in the 
world, he loved them unto the end’? Did 
he really have no love for his followers? 
No pity, no sympathy for the downtrodden? 
Most assuredly. But because his love is 
infinitely more ardent than our love, be- 
cause Heaven is infinitely more than earth, 
because eternity is infinitely more than 
time, because the soul is infinitely more 
than the body, therefore he looked to the 
infinitely more important and looked away 





from the less important. This life with all 
its questions and interests is so relatively 
unimportant that our Lord did not consider 
it worth while even to discuss the temporal 
reforms which loom up so conspicuously 
upon the horizon. His supreme emphasis 
was upon the spiritual. . 

At a meeting of the board of directors 
of one of our large American mercantile 
establishments, the discussion arose.as to 
the possibilities of securing a well qualified 
man to represent their business interests 
in China. It was decided that he must 
not only be familiar with the language, but 
thoroughly understand the people. He 
must be a man of tact, strong personality, 
and marked executive ability. To such a 
man they felt they would be willing to 
pay a large salary. One of the directors 
said he believed he knew just the man they 
wanted. He was not in America, but in 
China. Moreover, he was getting a salary 
of only $600 a year, which was not his 
fault but rather that of the board employ- 
ing him. The directors voted that this 
member be delegated to locate and inter- 
view personally the man who had been so 
highly recommended for the position. The 
director was advised to get him at all 
events, and even to offer him a salary of 
as high as $20,000 a year. 

Refusing $20,000 

After some months of traveling, the mis- 
sionary —for he was a Christian mission- 
ary —was located in one of the remote 
interior stations of China. He was advised 
of the directors’ action and told how eager 
the firm was to secure his services. Would 
he be willing to accept the position for 
a salary of $10,000? 

The missionary shook his head. 

“Well, then, would $12,000 be an induce- 
ment?” 

Again the missionary declined. 

“T have come a long way to make this 
offer and I cannot go back without some 
encouraging reply. Will you accept the 
position for $15,000?” 

Once more the missionary shook his 
head. 

“We have no other person in mind. The 
directors are agreed that you are the man 
they want for this work. Will you accept 
our proposition for $20,000?” 

“No,” said the missionary decidedly. 

“Why, what is the matter? Isn’t the 
salary big enough?” 

“Yes,” said the missionary, “the salary 
is far larger than the requirements of the 
work would justify. The trouble is not 
with the salary, but with the job. The job 
is not big enough.” 

Sunday school work is so important that 
it is not to be compared with other occupa- 
tions in life. Indeed, it is far more than 
an occupation; it is a calling. The differ- 
ence between an occupation and a calling 
is that the one is pursued in order to earn 
a living, and the other that one. may live 
a life. In business, the effort is made to 








me 


see how much money can be accumulated; 
in a calling, the effort is made to see how 
much ‘good can be done. Most’ occupa- 
tions are for the purpose of seeing how 
much one can get out of the world; most 
callings are to see how much one can put 
into the world. One deals with profits and 
dividends; the other with service. One 
builds upon the sand; the other builds 
upon the rock. In business, one may leave 
all behind him when he dies; in a calling, 
one can take everything with him and have 
an eternal treasure. 

We are living in a world which delights 
to magnify man. There never was a time 
in history when so much effort was put 
forth to praise his progress, his wisdom, 
his goodness. The general trend of in- 
struction has been constantly to elevate 
him to higher realms of glory. And yet 
the very science upon which men have 
relied to exalt poor depraved nature has 
in the revelations of recent years so 
dwarfed man amidst his gigantic surround- 
ings that he is nothing more than a tiny 
atom in a colossal creation, a mere moment 
in the passing of the ages. 

“The world’s greatest debt to astronomy,” 
says Professor Simon Newcomb, the emi- 
nent astronomer, “is that it has taught us 
what a great thing creation is, and what 
an insignificant part of the Creator’s work 
is this earth.” Even in recent years our 
knowledge of our own universe has been 
marvelously extended, and, according to 
Sir James Jeans, if a photograph were 
taken of it from some one of the other 
two million remote universes, it would 
have to be enlarged to the size of the 
whole of Europe before as tiny a speck 
as the earth would become visible under 
a powerful microscope. 
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But while modern astronomy teaches 
that the earth is but a grain in the moun- 
tain of creation, a drop in the ocean of 
existence, the Bible, which is the Sunday 
school teachers’ textbook, mightily magni- 
fies its place and purpose in God’s plan. 
It is the Word of the Creator that pro- 
claims intelligent life as the first fruits of 
creation. It is science today which so 
vastly extends our boundaries and’ multi- 
plies our centuries only to make man and 
his accomplishments a row of ciphers; but 
it is the Bible which brings God into the 
picture, and by placing his incomparable 
self as the unit before the ciphers, gives 
them marvelous and majestic  signifi- 
cance. 

William E. Gladstone, talking about the 
questions of the day, said, “There is but 
one question, and that is the will of Gcd. 
That settles all other questions.” The 
Sunday school worker who follows in the 
footsteps of Jesus Christ, and fully surren- 
ders the purpose of his life to him, will 
have settled all other questions, and when 
he sees some soul whose immortal destiny 
he has been privileged to shape, rejoicing 
in the presence of God in glory, then he 
will understand as never before the im- 
portance of his task. If one may kindle 
lights which will burn when the stars have 
smothered their wicks in the ashes of their 
undoing, it will be worth while. When 
earth’s temples of worship, art, and litera- 
ture shall have crumbled into dust, the im- 


mortal lamps that have been lighted by | 


the Sunday school. shall continue to shine; 
and even though millenniums may witness 
the obliteration of the sun and the pass- 
ing of the stars, the glory of these eternal 
lights shall never be dimmed.

-. Getting More Children to Sunday School 


How a Califomia school has more than 
doubled its attendance in a few years

AVE you been wanting to get more 

boys and girls out to Sunday school 

and church, and would you like to 
know how to do it? If you belong to a 
church and Bible school where the Bible 
is vigorously upheld as being the actual 
Word of God, and you realize that it is 
of vital importance, in growing men and 
women out of boys and girls, to give them 
the right kind of regular Bible teaching, 
then you can make some surprising things 
happen in developing attendance if you 
will make the right start. 

The solution lies in a properly set up 
Transportation Committee with alert, con- 
secrated men and women who want to 
find all the children who would come into 
suitable classes if conditions were right. 
Existing wrong conditions include such 
obstacles as: 


Living too far away to waik. 
Lack of carfare or busfare. 
Parents who are indifferent to the 


value of spiritual training and so fail . 


to get their children to attend. 


In the Bible School of the First Breth- 
ren Church, Long Beach, Cal., an average 
of about 475 boys and girls are brought 


and returned to their homes each Sunday 
by forty-eight - automobiles, freely and 
gladly used by their owners in this work 
for our Lord. This means that out of an 
average attendance of between 1,000 and 
1,100, not far from one half are brought 
by the Transportation Committee. 

The work began some fourteen years 
ago. N. H. Nielsen, then a newly mar- 
ried young man, living two miles from 
the church and near a family with three 
small girls, asked if the girls would not 
like to go with him and his young wife 
to their Sunday school. They promptly 
accepted and went. For several years this 
continued, constituting the whole of the 
“Transportation” work. Then more chil- 
dren moved into the neighborhood, and 
they were invited and accepted, until Mr. 
Nielsen was carrying a car-fuil, Thus 
seven years went by, with just one in- 
terested man regularly bringing neighbor- 
ing children. 

Then something happened. The three 
girls first mentioned confessed their faith 
in Christ and joined the church, as many, 
many others have done since. Henry V. 
Wall was then Bible School superinten- 
dent, a devoted servant of God and faith- 
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ful treasurer of the church since its es- 
tablishment more than. twenty.:years ago, 
and he saw the possibilities which lay in 
the transportation work. He invited and 
secured two other members owning .cars 
to join in the work. One of these proved 
to be “the man for the place,” William T. 
Stettenbenz. 

This was about seven years ago, when 
the average attendance of our school was 
about 470. 

At once the Lord laid it on the heart of 
Brother Stettenbenz to organize the work 
and extend it, and he was made Chairman 
of a Committee on Transportation. The 
possibilities of the work gripped him. He 
began to interest other members with cars 
to carry additional boys and girls of whom 
he made it his business to learn. 

One of the organizations of our church, 
through whom numerous new children have 
been located, is the Committee of ‘The 
Seventy,” whose plan of operation all 
churches might well copy. This commit- 
tee, made up of consecrated men and 
women, make thousands of calls each year 
at homes where it has been learned, by 
canvasses and otherwise, that there are 
children or adults not attending . Bible 
school or church. They call also on the 
sick and shut-ins, and altogether take from 
our busy. pastor’s shoulders the greater 
part of the heavy burden of church calling. 
In 1933, for example, The Seventy made 
4,604 calls, incidentally securing eighty-one 
members for the regular Bible school 
classes and twenty-seven babies for our 
Cradle Roll. The Seventy meet once a 
month for dinner, for reports, and a con- 
ference with the pastor concerning their 
work, the church defraying the cost of the 
dinners. 

In addition to the great aid rendered the 
Transportation work by The. Seventy, 
names of new prospects for our Bible 
school are brought to the Committee by 
Bible school teachers and others. 

The area covered by the Transportation 
Committee has a radius of about three 
miles —a circle of about six miles in diam- 
eter with our church as the center. 

Due very largely to the remarkable work 
of our Transportation Committee, our 
Bible School early in 1929 found itself 
without room for any. more classes, and 
plans were launched for the large, fifty- 
eight-room, splendidly equipped Bible 
School building which was built at a cost 
of about $106,coo and dedicated that fall, 
just after the start of the great depression. 
And, though we had felt that this great 
building, giving us a total of eighty class- 
rooms, would provide amply for the growth 
of our school for ten years or more, it 
recently proved necessary, also due largely 
to the great work of Brother Stettenbenz 
and his staff, to provide for more classes. 
Accordingly, six large rooms have been 
built along one side of our Social Hail, 
cleverly designed by one of our capable 
members so as to be readily removable 
when the full use of the Social Hall is 
desired, as for the Communion services. 

The magnitude of the work of our Trans- 
portation Committee is seen from the fact 
that during the year 1933 the number of 
children carried week by week in approxi- 
mately forty automobiles made a_ total 
of 18,272; of these, the boys’ total was 
7,781, and the girls’ 10,491. 

The work of the drivers is performed 
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as unto the Lord and as an added gift to 
him, none being remunerated and each 
furnishing the gasoline required in his own 
work. The church carries insurance 
against accident in a blanket policy cover- 
ing all the cars registered with the Trans- 
portation chairman and assigned by him 
to this service. But we do fervently 
praise God that there never has been an 
accident of any consequence in all the 
years of the work. 
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Not every one is suited to head the 
organizing and management of such re- 
sponsible work as this. It requires special 
ability as well as willingness. To make 
it the success that Mr. Stettenbenz has 
achieved, the work requires careful rout- 
ing of each car, the keeping of an exact 
record by the chairman of all children to 
be called for, and which driver is to call 
for each one.

Combining Church and Sunday School 


A plan that has been in effect eight years and has increased attendance at both services

XPERIMENTS to lessen the dis- 

tance now separating the Sunday 

school and the church have been 
tried by many wide-awake pastors and 
Sunday school leaders. Many of these 
experiments, however, eliminate part of 
the school program and substitute only a 
portion of the regular church service. The 
results have not always been happy, for 
in most cases the time has been cut with- 
out sufficient gain to offset the loss. 

When we first introduced our combined 
service fear was felt that many time- 
honored features of the Sunday school 
would be lost. Now we see that nothing 
is lost or omitted in this new service ex- 
cept the duplication. 

Our service is preceded by a twenty-min- 
ute prayer meeting open to all, but espe- 
cially to officers and teachers of the school. 
The schedule of the combined service,! 
which begins at 10 A, M., is as follows: 

Organ Prelude. 
Vestibule Invitatory. 
Processional Hymn —the Junior Choir. 


Order of Service — conducted. by the pas- 
tor. 


Epistle. 

Church School Hymns—led by the 
Church School Chorister. 

Catechism — Questions on the Bgble or 
hurch. 

(This part of the service lasts seventeen 
or eighteen minutes.) 

The Study of the Lesson — 10.17 to 10.54. 

Classes meet in separate rooms, First 
bell rings at 10:52; second at 10.54. Classes 
reassemble either as classes or group to- 
gether. Superintendent makes necessary 
announcements, secretary reads attendance 
report. Meanwhile the Senior Choir robes 
and is ready to start from the vestibule 
with the assistant pastor for the second 
hour of the service.

1 Readers will note that this is a Lutheran 
service, but the same plan may be adapted to 
other forms of service. 


The Kindergarten, Beginners, Primary, 
and Junior Departments carry on their 
work continuously from 10 to 12, Their 
opening worship period is that provided 
by the Lutheran Church. The lesson period 
closes at 11 instead of 10.54 as in the Main 
Department. The second hour is devoted 
to a study of the missionary fields of the 
church as provided by the Light Brigade, 
a Junior missionary society. Every pupil 
is enrolled. The superintendent of the 
Light Brigade with a group of competent 
teachers takes charge of this second hour 
twice a month, the first and third Sundays. 
The other Sundays are given over to a 
Bible story period or some project work 
for children’s hospitals or orphanages. The 
leadership for this second hour is rotated 
among the teachers and superintendent of 
this department, with two or three mothers 
assisting. The latter are selected from a 
large group of volunteers, and their Sun- 
day assignments are posted weeks in ad- 
vance to assure their presence. These de- 
partments are encouraged to attend the 
second hour of the church service three 
or four times a year in addition to pro- 
grams prepared by them for the Main 
School on Christmas, Easter Sunday, Chil- 
dren’s Day, and Promotion Sunday. 

For the information of the parents of 
new pupils in these lower departments, we 
have prepared the following letter which is 
sent with the child: 

Dear Parents: Your children are in our 
care every Sunday morning for two hours. 


You are therefore entitled to know the 
attention which they receive. 


FIRST: They attend a well graded 
school and are placed, in so far as possible, 
in the grade and age group with which they 
associate in public school. 

SECOND: They are taught by teachers 
who are interested in children and equipped 
to impart a knowledge of the Bible. 

THIKD: They are not only taught, but 
they are also given opportunity for self- 
expression in the various programs that 
the Department presents on Christmas, 
Easter, Mother’s Day, and Children’s Day 
every year. 

FOURTH: The program is so outlined 
as to parallel our “Teaching-Preaching 
service.” Your. children are expected to 
remain the full two hours, and by arriving 
late or by being called for at the end of 
the first hour they are not only missing 
a portion of the well planned program, but 
are also deprived of the blessing and train- 
ing in united worship. As special features 
of the second hour, we have on the first 
and third Sundays of every month mission- 
ary programs’ presented by competent 
leaders, and at least twice a month brief 
Bible talks are given by qualified persons. 
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They need these two hours of definite re- 
ligious training to balance the fifteen or 
twenty hours they spend in the public 
schools, and’ only in cases of necessity 
should they be deprived of the benefits of 
this well planned program. 


The following is a brief summary of the 
service as outlined by the Department: 

10.00 Worship Service. 

10.10 Lesson Period, 

10.55 Reassembly and Song Period. 

11.10 Memory Work, Story, Handwork. 

11.45 Closing Service. 

If you are SENDING your children, we 
would lay upon your heart to consider the 
blessed privilege of Brincine them your- 
self and being enrolled in one of the classes. 
Our new service from 10 to 12 we are 
sure will appeal to you. 


This letter is sent to acquaint you with 
the work that the Primary Department is 
striving to accomplish, and with the hope 
that you will continue to co-operate with 
us in making this program effective. 


In the Master’s Service (signed) super- 
intendents of Main School and Primary 
Departments, and Pastor. 

While certain objections will be raised 
by a few in the average church, the ad- 
vantages so clearly outweigh the disadvan- 
tages in the scale of actual experience that 
after a year’s sincere trial most any church 
will be enthusiastic about its continuance. 
There is no place in the New Testament 
where it is enjoined that the service must 
start at 11 A, M. The big argument 
against the new order is, “It has never 
been done this way before.” The big argu- 
ment in its favor is, “It works.” 

After eight years of personal experi- 
ence I can recommend it to my brethren 
in the ministry. Our record here in Holly- 
wood shows that we have increased the 
attendance at the teaching period of the | 
service 54.5 per cent and the preaching — 
period 40 per cent. There are rich com- 
pensations in store for those who are will- 
ing to venture, 

I honor the Sunday school and rejoice 


‘in all it has done for countless millions. 


But I am also for the Church in her full 
double function of teaching and preaching.

T THE beginning of the Sunday. school. 

year each child in the Primary Depart- 
ment was given a fan, and other fans were 
given whenever a new child entered the 
department. 

The fans were made by using ten pieces 
of light weight cardboard of the required 
shape for a folding fan. These ten pieces 
were fastened together with a brass fast- 
ener, loosely enough to allow for’ opening 
and closing, and narrow ribbons were run 
through slits at the opposite ends of the 
cards. In this way each one of the ten cards 
on the fan represented one month of the 
Sunday school year. 

Gold sticker stars were pasted on the 
fan when the child was present, and a dark 
blue star was pasted instead of the gold 
one when the child was absent.

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The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


NEW Peter meets us at Pentecost. 

Perhaps we had better say, he bursts 

upon us. And with the new Peter 
the new Church is born. What happened 
to Peter, that he could preach a sermon 
leading to the repentance and conversion 
of three thousand souls? Thus far we 
have noted five spiritual crises recorded in 
the Gospel accounts of Peter. Possibly 
there were two or three spiritual crises 
which preceded his first meeting with the 
Saviour: his personal faith as a child; his 
becoming a son of the law at thirteen; his 
probable baptism by John the Baptist. But 
at Pentecost came his greatest spiritual 
crisis. Simon has now indeed become 
Peter. . Let us consider Pentecost once 
more, and learn from Peter how to preach, 
how to repent, how to use the Scriptures, 
and withal what it means to receive the 
Holy Spirit. 
The Historical Setting 

The day of Pentecost came fifty days 

after the resurrection of Christ, which oc- 
curred on “the morrow after the sabbath” 
in Passover Week (Lev. 23:15, 16). This 
was ten days after his ascension. It is 
usually reckoned as occurring on the first 
day of the week, and the date may be 
given as May 28, A. D. 30. 


Verse by Verse 


Acts 2: 22.—Jesus ...a@ man approved of 
God. Rather, proved to be from God. By 
miracles and wonders and signs. The first 
word should be “powers.” The three names 
given to the miracles of Christ, indicating 
their character, as wrought by God’s power, 
as producing wonder, and as being signs 
pointing to some greater spiritual truth. 
God did by him. Our Lord, in his humilia- 
tion as a man, ever attributed his works, 
and his words, to God. As ye. yourselves 
also know. (Cf. Acts 26: 26.) 


Verse 23.—Delivered by the determinate 
counsel and foreknowledge of God. One of 
the clearest and most tremendous state- 
ments of God’s sovereign foreordination of 
the death of Christ. God surrendered h:m 
up to men, to carry out what he had willed 
should come to pass, prophesied first in 
Genesis 3:15 (cf. Acts 4:28; Luke 22: 
22; Rom. 4:25; 8:32). Ye have taken. 
He was given up by God, and received by 
them.- God’s fixed counsel neither com- 
pelled them to this act, nor excused them 
from the awful responsibility. They were 
free and responsible (cf. Gen. 45:8; 50: 
20). By wicked hands have crucified and 
slain. Not meaning by their own hands, 
but by the hands of lawless men, that is, 
the Gentiles who were without law (Acts 
3: 13). 

Verse 24.—God hath raised up. In this 
act God alone is concerned, not the free 
agency of men. He permitted their sin; 
he decreed positively the resurrection. Not 
possible that he should be holden of it. 


Not possible because he is God, because 
he was a sinless man, because God had 
decreed and prophesied the resurrection, be- 
cause it was necessary for God’s plan of 
redemption. 

Verse 25.—David speaketh concerning 
him. This means that Christ: himself is 
speaking m the Sixteenth Psalm. I fore- 
saw the Lord always before my face. The 
Messiah is saying that he saw God ever 
before him. On my-right hand. For pro- 
tection. 

Verse 26—My flesh shall rest in hope. 
His body will rest in the grave in assur- 
ance of resurrection. . 


Verse 27—Thou wilt not leave my soul 
in hell. “My. soul” may mean “my per- 
son,” or myself, but more likely it refers 
to the soul as distinct from the body, as 
in verse 31. God will not leave his soul 
in Hades, the place of the dead, that is, in 
a disembodied state. Neither ... suffer 
thine Holy One to see corruption. God's 
Holy One—a name belonging to the 
mighty God (Isa. 5:16; 29:23; 43:15), 
is applied to Christ (Mark 1:24; John 6: 
69; Acts 3:14). His body was not to 
have even the beginning of corruption. 

Verse 36—God hath made ... both 
Lord and Christ. God has shown, through 
the death and resurrection and exaltation 
to his right hand, that Jesus is the Messiah 
and the Lord of Glory (Rom. 4:4; John 
20:31). . That same Jesus, whom ye have 
crucified. This phrase is, in Peter’s mes- 
sage, last—a terrific close to his indict- 
ment against them. 
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Verse 38.—Repent, and be baptized. See 
Practical Applications (cf. Matt. 3:2; 4: 
17). In the name of Jesus Christ. Not 
intended as the formula of baptism (Matt. 
28:19), but indicating that baptism is 
through him. For the remission of sins. 
The water baptism is an outward symbol 
of this forgiveness and justification, and 
is not the cause of it, as in the dangerous 
doctrine of baptismal regeneration. Ye 
shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost. 
See Special Topics. ’ 

Verse 39.—The promise (Acts 1:4, 5). 
To your children. This has been inter- 
preted in two different ways: (1) of 
their children, then living, from which it 
is concluded that the children should be 
baptized; (2) referring to later genera- 
tions. To all that are afar off. Referring 
to the Gentiles (Luke 2: 32). 


The Heart of the Lesson 


What happened to Peter at Pentecost? 
It was what happened to the Lord Jesus 
that made the difference in Peter. The 
disciples were to do greater works than 
he because he went to the Father and poured 
out the Holy Spirit. How may we have 
the same power that transformed such a 
one as Peter? What will give our church 
today the power of that early church? 
Mark well two great facts in our Golden 
Text (which is also the Golden Text of 
that first Christian sermon). One fact 
is the need of repentance, brought about 
by a conviction of sin, the fearful sin of 
rejecting the Christ of God. The other 
fact is that those who repent and are 
cleansed from sin in his precious blood, re- 
ceive the gift of the Holy Spirit. They 
are baptized into the body of Christ, united 
to Christ by the supernatural working of 
the Holy Spirit. Professing Christians 
whose lives have not a supernatural char- 
acter may well ask, “Have I really re- 
pented, and been born of the Spirit?” 
Christians, who have been baptized into 
the body of Christ by the Holy Spirit, may 
ask whether they are living in the knowl- 
edge and in the power of that great fact. 
If not, let us yield utterly to Christ and 
look to him that miracles of grace shall be 
accomplished through our witness. To wit- 
ness to the resurrection, we must "be sam- 
ples of resurrection power.

Special Lesson Topics and Truths 


Joel’s Prophecy. As in many Old Testa- 
ment prophecies, events connected with the 
first and second coming of Christ are put 
together. The Spirit was poured out at 
Pentecost, but the wonders in Heaven, 
turning the sun into darkness, await that 
future “day of the Lord.” The final har- 
vest at the end of the age will be a com- 
plete fulfillment of the Spirit’s outpouring. 

Baptism of the Spirit. The disciples 
were undoubtedly regenerated before Pen- 
tecost, just as a multitude of Jews in the 
Old Testament and the believing Jews of 
the New Testament were born of the Spirit. 
Since Peter lived both before and after 
the death and resurrection of Christ, it 
was inevitable that the pouring out of the 
Holy Spirit at Pentecost should be a new 
thing for him, and for all such believers; 
but all others, like those three thousand, 
repented, had their sins forgiven, were born 
of the Spirit, and were baptized by the 
Spirit into the Body of Christ. This is 
God’s order today. But see Heart of the 
Lesson. The baptism of the Spirit is an 
initial, once-for-all transaction. We are 
now to walk in the Spirit, filled with the 
Spirit, bearing the fruit of the Spirit, thus 
proving that we are really joined to Christ. 

Other Special Topics. The Deity of 
Christ. Messianic Psalms. Old Testa- 
ment Prophecy. The Apostolic Church, 
“Communism” (or “all things common”) 
in Early Church. Satanic Communism. 
Peter’s Character (see Lesson Questions), 
Pentecost, or Feast of Weeks (Exod. 23: 
16; 34: 22; Deut. 16:9, 10; Lev. 23: 15-21). 


Practical and Personal Applications 


Repent. News of the grace of God in 
Christ falls upon deaf ears unless there is 
conviction of sin. Fearful havoc has been 
wrought in the church in all ages, and not 
least in our own day, through the neglect 
or slurring over of this message of re- 
pentance. Gentiles need to repent, as well 
as Jews (Acts 11:18; 20:21). We all 
put Christ on the cross. 

Be baptized. Water baptism is an 
outward symbol, It has not the slightest re- 
generating power, but is a seal of the super- 
natural baptism of the Spirit. Neverthe- 
less it is perilous to neglect it, for it is the 
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outward sign of entrance into the church. 


Have we received the Holy Spirit? See 
Heart of Lesson, 


Are we getting supernatural results? Let 
us be satisfied with nothing less. All such 
results are brought about by the Lord him- 
self, in answer to our prayer. 


Let us learn from Peter how to preach,

See that owr church conforms to the 
apostolic church. Read Acts 2: 42-47 for 
the characteristics,

Kingdom. -Thousands of fjne folks miss the 


Christian life with its wonderful joys and 


privileges and friendships and - fellowships 
because it is so surprisingly easy to enter 
that life. 

Father was a Jersey farmer who fell into 


the manufacturing business out here im - 


Chester County, Pa. So he always had 


a barrel of apples in the cellar, a basket. . 


of cantaloupes, three or four watermelons, 
and a pile of. Granny Fenton clams, etc., in 


the good old New Jersey style. He en- 


couraged us boys to eat lots of fruit. All 
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we had to do was to go down cellar and 
help ourselves. It was so easy we didn’t 
go. We went to Dick Strode’s orchard, 
shinned over the fence, and grabbed any- 
thing we could reach. We kept an ex- 
pectant eye on certain melon patches. So 
to many people I think the Christian life 
is like our old home cellar. It is neglected, 
and they go grab the poor wormy apples 
and half ripe melons—if you get what I 
mean. 

While the Christian life is so easy to get 
into, it isn’t ‘so easy to make a perfect rec- 
ord in that life. It is a daily fight, and 
that is what makes the Christian life so 
full of interest and pep to the real man and 
woman. Nothing namby-pamby or “sissy” 
about being a real Christian and working 
at it. The Adversary keeps you on your toes 
from sunup to sundown, every wakeful min- 
ute. No ennui, no boredom, no oh - dear - 
me - what - can - I - do - today - to - pass - 
the - time. “Gee, Bill,” said the college 
president from a dead town, “if I lived in 
Coatesville I would love to have fun with 
you in this sort of work. You've solved 
the problem of life.” Listen to David (Psa. 
16 9E5 20°65; 9). 


“Your Children.”—For the promise ts 
unto you, and to your children, . .. as 
many as the Lord our God shall call (v. 
39). “And to your children,” is thé arrow 
shot by the orator that was expected to 
go straight home to the Hebrew heart. . 

Most men and women live for their chil- 
dren, yes, and their grandchildren, yes 
again, even more so for this second install- 
ment. I have three, and don’t I know. 
Our daughter cries, “You are spoiling 
them !” ’ 

The neighbors I hear are saying, “Those 
grandsons of Uncle Billy can do almost 
anything short of high crimes and misde- 
meanors and it will be all right with Uncle 
Billy.” Well, it isn’t as bad as all that, 
for the boys are good fellows, but I reckon 
our daughter’s cry may have some justice 
in it. 

But to get back to our text. When you 
cannot touch a man or woman.in any other 
way, “for the boy’s sake” and “for the 
girl’s sake” will often fetch the answer. 

The ideal home is one where the parents 
are all “wrapped up” in the children. The 
boys play ball and go fishing with Dad, and 
the girls chum and go shopping with Mom. 

Peter was a divinely instructed orator, 
and one of the arts of the preacher is to 
know how to play skillfully on the finer 
emotions of the human heart. 

I was told, a few years ago, by a young 
woman neighbor, of “a wonderful family.” 
There are eleven in the family, and says 
the woman, “It is the happiest family I 
know anywhere.” : 

_“Yes,” I agreed, “and the whole bunch 
of eleven are in the Sunday schools. Five 
are Methodists and six are Presbyterians. 
The children, all grown-up, have never 
once. dreamed of getting out of the Sunday 
school, because Father and Mother are al- 
ways off to Sunday school Sunday morn- 
ing.” 

Men carry insurance for children. There 
is no better provision for children than for 
Father and Mother to have a policy written 
in Heaven to go with the earthly one. Have 
you ever stopped to consider that nearly 
every -achieving man and woman got their 
upward starting. push from godly: parents? 
(Psa. 103: 17; Joel 1: 3.) 
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Holding Out.—The same day there were 
added unto them about three thousand souls 
(v. 41). We would consider it some re- 
vival with three thousand “trail hitters” in 
one day. We feel like asking the usual 
question that pops up on a great ingather- 
ing, “How many held out?” 

Ali did not “stick” in the early church 
any more than in these modern days. It 
was Paul’s lament, “Demas hath forsaken 
me, having loved this present world.” Also 
John’s, “They went out from us, but they 
not of us” (2 Tim. 4:10; 1 John 2: 
19). 

Billy Sunday is one modern day preacher 
whose results run into thousands. The 
sneer is often made by certain ones, “What 
becomes of his trail-hitters?” 7 

The mere “trail-hitter,” of course, dis- 
appears with the trampled sawdust of his 
trail, but the thousands who are really 
born again go right on living the new 
life, just as Biliy himself did when he was 
born again in the Pacific Garden Mission 
in Chicago, And, by the way, when this 
note is printed in the Times we will be in 
the midst of a series of “Special Meetings” 
in our Coatesville Church with Mel Trot- 
ter, another of the born-again derelicts 
who stumbled into the old Pacific Garden 
Mission and got into the hands of Harry 
Monroe, its great soul-winning superinten- 
dent. So there are two holders-out for 
you, Mr. Modernist. 

To get down a little closer to brass tacks, 
suppose you come to Coatesville. A lot 
of our people, including Yours Truly, came 
into active church life via a near-Moody - 
meeting. Every one of us, so far as I 
know, is still “sticking,” either down here 
or Up Yonder! 

The Coatesville meetings were “Major 
Whittle Meetings,” but. Mr. Moody was 
also here to see how the “revival” was 
coming on. Mr. Moody got us out in the 
six o’clock dark of the morning to hear 
him preach. That was the sort of “con- 
verts” we were. The sawdust trail had not - 
been invented. Ours was “the inquiry 
room.” Some of the outstanding Chris- 
tian workers in Coatesville are the fruit of 
the “Whittle Revival.” 

Here is a thing to be noticed. The fel- 
low who, having “struck the trail,’ gets_ 
discouraged the first time he stubs his toe 
and “goes back,” rarely goes all the way 
back. When a man comes only for a little 
while into the fellowship of real Christians 
he catches some of the gentleness and ten- 
derness. 

Some one gave me a bottle of a rare and 
expensive perfume which contained amber- 
gris. My handkerchiefs, as long as they 
held together, never got over their asso- 
ciation with that perfume. They always 
came back from the laundress’ with the 
delicate odor, which followed them to the 
rag-bag!

AY, fellows, there is a vast difference 

between Peter at Pentecost and Peter 
at the palace of the high priest. Only a 
short space of time between, but a won- 
derful transformation has taken place. Now 
he is Peter the powerful; then he was 
Peter the pusillanimous. At the palace 
of the high priest on that terrible night, 
Peter denied his Lord to the servant girl 
and others who were inquiring; but today 
at Pentecost Peter is making his Lord 
known to thousands who gladly receive 
Jesus Christ as their Saviour. Power is 
flowing through Peter like a great surg- 
ing tide — irresistible power. At the palace, 
the Devil danced with glee, for he had 
Peter going just to suit him. Today at 
Pentecost, the Devil is in a panic calling 
out every imp reserve in a futile effort to 
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stem the tide of the Spirit saving the souls 
of men, 

There are two things we must take into 
account to understand what has happened 
to Peter, changing him from a dam, block- 
ing the way of grace, to a wide, open chan- 
nel letting the blessed current flow. through. 
At the palace, Peter was full of Peter. He 
had gotten full of Peter on that fatal 
Thursday night when he rose up on his hind 
feet, smote his breast and said, “Though 
all men forsake thee, Lord, yet will not 
I! Look at me; this is Peter announc- 
ing!” Something like that. He was packed 
tight with Peter. No wonder the Lord 
looked on him with pity and said, “Poor 
boy; you will deny me three times this 
night before the cock crows twice.” 

You see, fellows, when a fellow gets full 
of himself he just naturally rots out; and 
there is nothing to him until something 
bumps him so hard that he breaks and 
empties. And that is exactly what hap- 
pened to Peter. He had hardly gotten his 
breath back from that cursing he did . by 
the fire in the palace court, when the crowd 
began coming out from. the trial, and in 
the midst—his Lord.

what he had done. It simply floored him. 
He went out and “wept bitterly.” What a 
coward, and what a false friend he had 
been, Peter had the stuff-in him to make 
that burn — and it did burn. It burned out 
the Peter that had filled him; and now that 
he was empty of himself, there was a way 
for the Spirit to get in.- He did not get 
back right away. It was a slow and pain- 
ful come-back ; but he came. 

The first streak of sunshine broke 
through the darkness when Mary Mag- 
dalene came and told him “he was included” 
in the message from the risen Lord to 
meet him in Galilee; and the light broke 
full upon him on the shore of the lake 
when Jesus told him he was to feed his 
sheep and his lambs. But still he was to 
wait with the other disciples for the Power 
—the power of the Holy Spirit, who 
would come in due season, according to 
the promise of the Lord Jesus. 

So our lesson today brings us to that 
time when the Power came. He (the Holy 
Spirit) descended upon the disciples like 
as of cloven tongues of flame; and they 
began to bear the irresistible witness of 
the Spirit. And, O look! Peter is the 
spokesman! Yes, Peter has been emptied 
and refilled, and the refilling is of the Holy 
Spirit. Now he is a flaming evangel. There 
is no boasting; it isn’t called for, and it 
isn’t necessary. Peter just stands, and in 
all humility tells the crowd; and the first 
great revival is in progress. The Holy 
Spirit used Peter that day to bring more 
people to repentance than John the Baptist 
ever did—or even more than the Lord 
Jesus himself ever won while in the flesh. 
But this was the Lord working through 
Peter; the emptied-of-self Peter and the 
filled-of-the-Spirit Peter. 

Do you catch the point, fellows? Do 
you want to be a power for the Lord Jesus 
Christ? Pour out yourself, and let him 


‘fill you. Then you, too, will have the 


joy of seeing your testimony bring souls 

out of jeopardy and death, into the mar- 

velous light of salvation through Christ.

EZEKIEL 


Selected Reading: Ezekiel 1-5, 8, 10, 
12, 14, 20, 24, 26, 28, 29, 33, 37. 


ZEKIEL began to prophesy (in Baby- 

lon) six years before the destruction 
of Jerusalem (1:2), five years after his 
own captivity, and his ministry continued 
about sixteen years after the destruction 
of Jerusalem (29:17). Carried captive in 
the eighth year of Nebuchadnezzar (2 
Chron. 36:6, 7), he became pastor, priest, 
and prophet to his fellow exiles. 

The book is divided between prophe- 
cies before (chaps, 1-32) and after (chaps. 
33-48) the destruction of Jerusalem. The 
central message of the great prophecy of 
Ezekiel, the priest-prophet, is the temple 
of God, and the will of God for his peo- 
ple associated with that temple. 

Ezekiel is notable, among other things: 
for the vision of the glory of the Lord, 
including the sublime description of the 
glory departing from the temple (chaps.

8-11); for the vision of dry bones (chap. 
37); for his two passages on the watch- 
man, each beginning a special period. of 
his own ministry (3: 16-21; 33: 7-20); for 
the shepherd chapter (34), and for the 
prophecy of the great Shepherd to come; 
for his prophecy of the new heart (11: 
14-21; 36: 25-28; cf. John 3); for his 
description of the King of Tyre, a type of 
Satan and of Antichrist (26-28). 

We may distinguish four direct prophe- 
cies of Christ in Ezekiel: 34: 11-15; 34: 23, 
24; 34:20; 37: 24-28 (cf. Isa. 11:1; Jer.

The description of the great temple and 
city in the last nine chapters probably 
points to a future literal temple yet to 
be built in the miilennial age.

A Sound, Simple Standard 


By Clarence H. Benson 


8 pt pm to the fact that the majority 
of Sunday schools are small and finan- 
cially unable to meet some of the require- 
ments of complicated standards, they are 
not proving practical. Moreover, by in- 
troducing a wide variety of measurements 
many non-essentials have been unduly 
stressed, while matters of the greatest im- 
portance have not been sufficiently empha- 
sized. A sound, simple standard that can 
be attained by all, and which yet includes 
all the essentials of a real school, may be 
expressed by only five points. 

It is well to recognize that with all our 
modern improvements and increased effi- 
ciency we cannot get away from the three 
essentials of the Sunday school —the 
teacher, the lesson, and the pupil. We may 
say that a school has reached a high stand- 
ard of efficiency when all its teachers are 
trained, its lessons are adapted to the un- 
derstanding of the age groups, and its 
pupils can demonstrate actual accomplish- 
ments. These three requirements relating 
to teacher, lesson, and pupil may be said 
to constitute an educational standard. When 
a vital part of every pupil’s accomplish- 
ments is the acceptance of Jesus Christ as 
personal Saviour, we have established an 
evangelistic standard. When a vital part 
of the school’s accomplishments is the 
reaching of its constituency, we have estab- 
lished an administrative standard. Let us 
list these five points that constitute our new 
standard as follows: 


ADMINISTRATIVE STANDARD 
1. Reach the constituency 
EDUCATIONAL STANDARD 
2. Train the teaching staff 
3. Provide graded curriculum 
4. Require accomplishments of pupils 
EVANGELISTIC STANDARD 
5. Win every pupil to Christ 
This simple and comprehensive standard, 
which can be applied to every school re- 
gardless of size, locality, or constituency, 
sets forth the real purpose of the Sunday 
school, and best measures its program and 


progress for reaching, teaching, and saving 
the ‘children and youth of America. 
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| This Week's Questions Answered 
(On the lesson for February 10) 


1. The Holy Spirit had taken possession of 
Peter, making, his service Spirit-led; instead 
of self-directed. 

2. (1) The Word of God, — prophecies in 
the Old Testament, also promises in the New 
Testament. (2) The testimony of men who 
had experiences with Christ before and after 
his death and resurrection. (3) The Holy 
Spirit of God, with the miraculous results of 
his outpouring. 

3. He preached God’s Word as inspired and 
infallible. The death, resurrection, and ex- 
altation of Jesus as Lord and Christ, and 
only Saviour, are at the center. He con- 
victed men of sin. He called on them to 
repent. There was the supernatural power of 
the Spirit, bringing results from the message. 

4. He climaxes his sermon by presenting 
Jesus as “Lord and Christ,” which means that 
he is the Christ, the Son of the living God. 

5. David Baron, famous Hebrew-Christian 
missionary and scholar, suggests that they 
represent the Jews and Gentiles; they are 
baked with leaven because there was still im- 
perfection and sin in the Church. Note that 
a sin offering was also presented. 

6. Continuing in the apostle’s teaching (rec- 
ognizing the infallible doctrinal basis), a new 
fellowship, the Lord’s Supper, and prayers 
(Acts 2:42). There was also joy, praise 
to God, loving helpfulness, stewardship of all 
possessions, and continual conversions (vs. 43- 
47). 

7. The “communism” of the early Church 
was entirely voluntary. Private ownership of 
property was :specifically recognized, contra- 
dicting present day Communism. The early 
Christian community, separate from their Jew- 
ish fellowship, had great material need, and 
the special conditions called for special action, 
Moreover, the Jerusalem church, with . the 
apostles present, could have a community of 
goods in a practical way, as could not be 
done now. The abiding principle is that we 
should not count aught of the things we have 
as our own, but should use them as stewards 
of God. 


8. The Holy Spirit alone convicts of sin 
(John 16: 7, 8, R. V.); regenerates the heart 
(Titus 3:5, 6); gave us the Word (2 Pet: 
1:21); interprets the Word (John 16: 13- 
153.1 Cor. 23 10). 

9. Because, without conviction of sin there 
will be no sense of need, no true repentance, 
and no turning to Christ as Saviour. 

10. He carries it home to the heart and 
the understanding and makes it effective.

Improving Our Attitude toward People 
of Other Races (Acts 10:34, 35)

WE cannot think very long and very 
seriously about our attitude toward 
those of other races without realizing that 
this is of necessity a far more complicated 
question than appears on the surface.. There 
is much superficial writing and talking that 
would have us think that our chief responsi- 
bility toward those of other races is to en- 
courage such to take up their residence in 
ou. communities, and to share the hospital- 
ity of our homes. 

No matter what may be our conviction 
concerning race equality, there are others 
to whom we owe certain responsibilities, 
who do not share such convictions. For 
instance, while we might be wholly sincere 
in encouraging a family of another race to 
take up their residence next door to where 
we live, we must not forget that we have 
certain obligations to others who live on 
this same street, and who have invested 
their savings in a home... Our conviction in 
the matter of race equality cannot alter the 
fact, for the present at least, that real 
estate values would be affected by the in- 
troduction of what some might consider an 
undesirable family in the neighborhood. 

Likewise, a person living in the Northern 
states may feel that it is very wrong for 
some of our Southern states to maintain 
“Jim Crow” cars for the colored race. But, 
are the people of the North any fairer to 
the colored man when they insist upon seg- 
regated dwellings or make it difficult for 
him to secure a bed or room in a hospital?

It will also become evident as we think 
carefully about our attitude toward those 
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of other races that a mere passive attitude 
of friendliness is not enough. We cannot 
discharge our responsibility merely by be- 
ing unwilling to injure those of another 
race, or by a spirit of tolerance. The Lord 
Jesus pointed this out clearly, in his Para- 
ble of the Good Samaritan. The priest and 
the Levite who passed by doubtless did not 
wish the unfortunate man any harm. Cer- 
tainly they had nothing to do with his 
condition. But the one who demonstrated 
true neighborliness toward the injured man 
was the one who cared for him.

Our Scripture lesson points us to the 
great truth that God has no preferred list. 
He is willing to receive and bless and use 
individuals of any race, who will accept his 
provision and live in obedience to his will. 
God’s Word also teaches us that the only 
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real and lasting brotherhood that any man 
may know, whether of the same or of 
different races, is to be found in the Lord 
Jesus Christ. Only in him can we be one, 
because it is only the miracle of his grace 
in our hearts that can remove selfishness, 
prejudice, and unlove toward others. 

It is right here that Christian mission- 
aries have shown us the way toward the 
right attitude toward those of other races. 
They have gone to live among those who 
were unlovely and unlovable, who had 
strange habits and customs that were an- 
noying, or: sometimes even _ revolting, 
humanly speaking. In spite of misunder- 
standing, persecution, and hatred they have 
sought to win other races and other peoples 
for Christ. And the miracle is that Christ 
has filled the hearts of such missionaries 
with a real and deep love for these whom 
they could not otherwise have loved. 

Perhaps it might help, if you are living 
in a community where there is a young 
people’s group of another race or nation- 
ality, to invite them to meet with your 
young people’s group and to discuss frank- 
ly how you may help one another toward 
a better understanding. Perhaps you can 
secure an individual of another race to tell
